The delegates are instructed to stand 


by the demand for an advance, and if 
northern Illinois, Indium and western 
Pennsylvania, known as the Pittsbur" 
district, join the Ohio miners the stiiko 
will be quite a formidable affair and 
general. 


The best information is tlu.t the 


miners from all these localities havs 
decided to stand by the Ohio miners. 


President Nugent claims that the 


best of feeling exists, but that the 
miners aro determined in their efforts 
to secure an increase and a general 
strike will bo ordered to begin on May 
day.

DEXVT.H, April 28.—The long threat- 


ened war of the Navajo Indians against 
the settlers oE the country in the vicin- 
ity oi The Lands has eomo al last, and 
with st the Jpath of eight setCTers. Such 
was the startling news received by Ad- 
jutant General Kennedy. Tlio adju- 
tnnt general received a telegram from 
Lieutenant Phunmer, Indian agent of 
the Naviijo'i, in which he stated that 
eight white men had been murdered by 
the Indians who are now at war with 
the sci tiers, He declared that the situ- 
ation is a very critical one and asked 
that the tioopa bo called out to prevent 
further bloodshed. 


The telegram was addressed to CTOV- 


ernor Waito, hut he is out of the city, 
and the master was referred by Secre- 
tary Lorentz to the adjutant general. 
Lieutenant Plmnmer stated that the 
people below Durango are in a wild 
state of excitement, and r 


e 


state of excitement, and grave fears aro 
entertained lust, the Indians continue 
their warfare along up the valley. In 
his message the lieutenant state's that 
two kittles have been fought already. 
The first was early yesterday, when five 
men were killed, all settlers, while at 
another encounter three uiore whites 
lost their lives, and further bloodshed 
is anticipated.

information to the war department at 
Washington, and it is not unlikely that 
orders! will be issued from that source 
for the removal of tho troops now 
<|imrtered ut Fort Logan.
